LONDON, Jan. 23.—(CP)—Winston Churchill declar- 
ed Saturday night that socialism is out of tune with the 
times and is the “weakest defence a, 
Socialist restrictions have paralyzed Britain and blocked her

path to recovery, he said. 

In his first 1950 campaign speech, 
broadcast from his home at Wester- 
ham, Kent, the 75-year-old Conser- 
vative party leader urged British 
voters in the Feb. 23 general elec- 
tion to spurn the Labor party's bid 
for a return to power after almost 
five years in office. 

The speech was transmitted by 
the BBC and rebroadcast in North 
America and elsewhere. 


CREDIT FOR REFORMS 

Speaking slowly, as if to weigh 
his words, Churchill claimed credit 
for some of the social services 
which the Labor government has 
put into effect. 

But he declared the “socialist pol- 
fey of equalizing misery and organ- 
izing scarcity” might bring results 
the like of which “we have never 
yet suffered or even imagined.” 

A Labor speaker Sunday took 
issue with the contention of the war- 
time prime minister that “soicalism 
means regimentation, equalization 
in misery.” 

EQUAL OPPORTUNITY 

Sir Hartley Shawcross, attorney- 
general, said at Bolton: 

“I would have thought that if 
ever men's souls were regimented 
it was under the old (Conservative 
party) regime with education for 
the masses cut short almost as soon 
as it began; with the drab lives in 
long rows of monotonous back-to- 
back houses; with men becoming 
more and more meré cogs in the 
mechanized industrial machine. We 
(the Labor party) bring» freedom 
and culture, not ‘equality in misery’ 
but what has so long been denied— 
equality in opportunity.” 
CONSERVATIVE PLAN 

Churchill's proposals were:

2.“To set the nation free as 
quickly as possible from the. con- 
trols and restrictions which now 
beset our daily ‘life, Above the 
basic standard thete will be free 
opportunities to rise.” 

3. “A stable value for money.”

5. “Prevention of mass unemploy-

government.” 

6. More housing. “Before the war 
under a Conservative government 
we were building, by the normal 
process of supply and demand, 
1,000 houses a day.
